Crossing gates do not entirely ellmlaate accidents. People become educated to rely wpan tftw 
gal>eman Instead ot apon their owa facaltiea. t^thagatemaa errs, the daagar ot accident ia vart a«b-- 

Klertrlc warning bells do not entirely eliminate accidents. If they riiiR a gi' at deal, aatdanMf- 
Iste disregard tham. In addition, there is always the itosslblllty that a bell may not be In order loat 
at the momeat ot tr e atae t daagar. 

Crni-Blng flagmen are not Infallible. The human element enters Into most accidents, and cro;»- 
ings flagmea are like other human belnga. Some of the moat diaastroua automobile grade .etoaainc 
aaddants feava oecnrrod at croasinga where flagman were on daty. 

One of the reenlta of crossing "protection" li to teach the public that crossings are ssfe. The 00- 
poalte should ha teaght. All railway croealnga are danaeroaa— the "protected" aa wd am 
tha unprotaetad croaelags. Thia should ha tmpreaeed apoa tha mlada" ot everybody, begfaataa «im 
tha children In the aehoola. 

There are ab^t 8,000 grade crosalaga on the lilinola Central Syatem. It would coat appraxtm"** 
ly four hundred million dollars, or aubstantlally mora than the combined stock and liond iaaaee at 

the Company, to eliminate them by separation of the gradM. The following la quoted from the re- 
port made by the Grade CroF;3lng Committee of the .National Association of Railway and Utilltiea Com- 
mlssioners at Washington in November 1920: "To eliminate all grade crossinga la the TJnltad flMaa ' 

would probably eo=f as nnieh as all the railroads in the United S'ates have cost. 

OulstandlnE features of Ihi.^ fiuesiion are 1 — Inability of the railways to eliminat all gr-.idR 
crossiiiK-i at any ji n ; within present vision. 2 — The unreasonahlenevs of some coi-.iiiiiiiiil le- ins:-=.; 
Ins upon the railways doing things for them that cannot be done for all. Bvery community baa its 
dangtrous oroeelaga. 

One state could not reasonably expect the railways to eliminate all of Its grade crossings unless 
the same thing war» done In aeighlMrlng states — in all states. The same principle appltea to diiea 
aad towns. 

The railway grade crossing problem Is usually considered from two viewpoints — the railways anrl 
tha public. There is tbe v^wpolnt of edglneers and firemen, which should also be considered. Th.> 
dntiea are nerve-racking, and tbe habit of automobltists la racing to crosainga, and darting npon th-^ 
track Immediately In front of locomotives, baa a great tendency to confnse and distress them. Tb3 - 
do not want to be Involved In accldente causing personal Injury or loaa of liCfr.They ought to haT» 
some assurance that aa automobile will be hrooght to« atop before It la permitted to cross a railway- 
track. 

Tbe benefits derived from the elimination of grade crossings by the construction of overbeact 
bridges and iinilerim-rCB — the only ])laii promising alisoliite s.ilily — nirnie largely to the public (11 
safety and conveni<'n< e. Therefor . when crossings are elimin-.ile<l. the expense should be divided on 
some fair basis bawi f n th(> taxpayers receiving the benefits and the railway. If the peoi>lo of a cum- 
munlty paid in proportion to the benefita received when a crossing is eliminated, demands for ellmtna- 
tlon would be less treqaent. More croealnga could btf allmteated. 

i he automobile, in proper hands, Is an agency oj safety at railway grade crossings. It can b» 
driven up close to tbe tracks and stopped In perfect safety. That cannot always be done with a spir- 
Ued horse. Therefore, tbe lacreaaing use of the automobile and the decreasing pse of the horaa 

shoeld be Bolving the grade crossing problem, instead of making it worse. 

We reoogniie there are oroaalnga that abonid b3 eliminated, but the crying need ia for aome plan at 
action that will prevent loaa of lite and daatruetlOB of property in automobile grade croaaing accidents 

that can be put into effect immediately. One practicable remedy, which would cost but little, would 
be to inaii'^urate a great ctnsade against careleisasss of automobillsts at railway grade crossings. Re- 
(inir I hem to Slop, Look and Liaten. No aatoaNDbUiat wh^tdoaa that will ever meet witli aa aecldent.
